ning boards in the Bay State exceeds 
that of all the other states of the Union 
combined. As at present constituted 
these local planning bourds are vested 
with no specific authority. Their func- 
tions are wholly advisory. They are 
required to make studies, prepure 
plans and present suggestions to the 
local city council or board of selectmen. 
No authority is provided to insure the 
adoption of any plan or suggestion 
they may present or tou compel adher- 
ence to any plan or suggestion after its 
adoption. - 

In an effort to partially break this 
handicap anid to co-ordinate the work 
' of the half hundred local town plan- 
ning boards, the Massachusetts feder- 
ation of planning boards, through its 
offices and executive boards, has begun 
the publication ef a series of bulletins. 
These will give special help and sug- 
gestion in regard to the proper housing 
of people in the towns throughout the 
state. The federation will aim to ar- 
range the official plans in all towns in 
a standard and uniform way. 
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very pleasing. The statehouse, w hich | 
is on an elevaticn, stands in the centet 
of n magnificent tract now being ex- 
tended at great expense and after 
much planning. The capitel building is 
not lighted at night, but four cluster 
lights are set at each corner of the 
building. These give a subdued light 
that produces an agreetble effect. The 
boulevards have soft gas lights, which 
give sufficient light and great adorn 
ment without an excess of glare. 

But artistic planning in city beautl- 
fying often seems incomplete if it does 
not contain a suggestion of nature. A 
bit of green, a bush, a tree or a flower | 

adds a distinctive touch of beauty, and 
any of these enhances the total effect. | 
Moreover, such natural ornamentation 
is often very inexpensive. Flowers 
are easy to grow and “do sore eyes 
good.” For that reason beautiful floral 
decorations have been placed around 
the city hall, the courthouse, the Rock 
Island offices, the hospftals, the down- 
town apartment houses, the hotels, 
the newspaper offices and many of the 
larger stores in Des Moines. 

The decoration of lampposts with 
flower boxes is an important feature 
in this system of beautification. The 
picture illustrates such ornamentation. 
It shows an electrolier on one of the 
main business corners in Des Moines. 
Here, amid the bustle of business, a 
scene otherwise monotonous to the 
city bred person is relieved by the 
bright touches of natural beauty in the 
flower boxes on top of the lighting 
standards.

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Weekly Summary of World's News 


READY FOR WAR CALL 


Instructions. Sent to All State 
Adjutant-Generals Outlining 
Plan to Be Followed 


Washington.—In preparation for any 
demand upon the army that may grow 
out of the German crisis, the militia 
bureau of the War Department has 
sent precautionary instructions to all 
state adjutants-general outlining the 
plan to be followed should the Na- 
tional Guard be called for Federal 
service. 

The intention had been to take this 
step quietly and without publicity, but 
report indicating: that it was being 
construed as meaning that mobiliza- 
tion was imminent, caused depart- 
ment officials to announce the in- 


structions with the explanation that 
they constituted a routine measure of 


preparedness necessary to prevent 
such confusion as attended the assem- 
biing Of guardsmen for border service, 
if a call should come. 

In this connection it was pointed out 
that the government is going to con- 
siderable expense to demobilize regi- 
ments returning from the border and 
which would be held in the Federal 
service if another demand for their 
services were expected immediately. It 
was reiterated that the policy of the 
administration in the present status of 
the crisis was to make no move that 
could be construed as a warlike step. 
This policy is understood to be the 
reason that the mobilization ef the 
navy has not been ordered. Many 
navy officials have favored that step, 
but it has not been approved by the 
administration. 

The circular of instructions advises 
the adjutants-general specifically of 
the National Guard organizations in 
each state which would be summoned 
in case of a call. Mobilization under 
the plan outlined would be conducted 
by the regular army departmental 
commanders which would be author- 


ized to designate sites for mobiliza-| 


tion camps other than those formerly 
used, if necessary, and to “make pro- 
vision for shelter recruitment and for 
formation of the recruit training bat- 
talions, in the eventuality of war.” 
No units except those designated 
would be accepted, and each unit 
would be required to have the full 
maximum authorized of war strength 
as prescribed for the regular army in 
the national defense act. 

The circular also makes clear that 
there is to be no dual status for the 
National Guard in the Federal service 
hereafter. No individual will be ac- 
cepted who has not taken the oath 
prescribed by the national defense 
act. At the time of the border mobi- 
lization about 40,000 men were held 
under the old Dick bill provisions, 
classified as members of the organ- 
ized militia, not of the National 
Guard. 

“Individuals who are members of the 
organized militta,’”’ the circular says, 
“and who take the prescribed oath will 
be accepted and given proper credit 
for the time served in their existing 
enlistment contract in the organized 
militia.’’ 

Provision also is made for the taking 
into the Federal service of a certain 
proportion of the state administrative 
staff of the National Guard of each 
state to handle administrative ques- 
tions as to recruiting, organization 
and supply. This was not done at the 
previous mobilization. 

Complete control of all Federal re- 
cruiting and other activities of the 
guard is now contemplated. 


$2,000,000 IS PAID FOR 


MINES IN NEVADA 


San Francisco.—Based upon the 
belief that Europe’s financial condi- 
tion, all upon a gold basis, will re- 
sult in a sensational rise in the 
value of silver, seven silver mining 
properties in Nevada have been pur- 
chased for $2,000,000 by a power- 
ful group of Eastern financiers. Os- 
car A. Daube, president of the syndi- 
cate, arrived here from Reno March 
16, and said: 

“We are going in for silver min- 
ing on an enormous scale, on the 
basis that silver will take a sharp 
rise, and that the world will return 
very largely to a silver basis in its 
monetary system. The United States 
holds a, large proportion of the 
world’s gold.”*

Seek Fabric to Replace .Cotton. 

Since the cotton supply of Austria- 
Hungary has been practically shut off 
by the Diockade, scientists and manu- 
facturers have co-operated in devising 
a paper fabric to replace It. A number 
of varieties of paper fubric are now in 
actual service. Some of them have a 
warp of paper yarn and inelude a mix- 
ture of cotton and paper in the filling. 
Others are composed of paper alone. 
Turkish cotton, which has ordinarily 
been considered too poor to weave into 
cloth, is utilized in this paper fabric, 
as is also nettle fiber, which has been 
found to possess great possibilities as 
a cotton substitute. Old rags are being 
converted into a paper fabric used for 
many of the purposes for which cotton 
cloth ts now used. Chemical processes 
have toughened and strengthened the 
paper fabric so as to increase its de 
sirability.

HOW ITALIANS ARE MAKING WAY 
THROUGH ALPS. 


System of Cable Railways Has Proved 
invaluable for the Transportation 
of Troops and Ammunition 
During War. 


The teleferica, or cable railway, that 
the Italians have contrived to supply 
their mountain troops quickly and eas- 
Hy with ammunition and provisions, Is 
one of the most interesting inventions 
that the war has brought forth be- 
tween high mountain and low moun- 
tain. 

The steam railways, says a writer in 
the Railway Age Gazette, run in the 
valleys at the foot of the Alps. The 
freight, however, has to be picked up 
and distributed by wagon or automo- 
bile truck, and it must go up the high- 
er mountains on mule and man’s back, 
and finally on man’s back alone, bit by 
bit. 3ut here the telefericn steps in 
and says, “Let me do it. I’m quicker 
and surer. T can go in all weathers. 
Avalanches can’t stop me.” 

Along the 400-mile front the tele- 
ferica daily does the work of an army 
of at least 240,000 men—or 120,000 
mules. The last figure is interesting 
when {ft is considered that there are 
only 175,000 mules and horses used for 
transportation purposes in this entire 
army that the Italians have organized 
to fight the Austrians. 

According to the official statistics 
there are 125 miles of teleferica scat- 
tered along the front, with a total 
daily carrying power of 38,600 tons. 
Each teleferica built cin carry rough- 
ly 80 tons. There are some 120 dif- 
ferent stations, each with a line a mile 
or so in length. The one I saw reached 
a height of 11,000 feet on the side of 
Monte Adamello, in the central Alps; 
it did the work of 2,000 men every 
day. 

The operation of the teleferica is not 
much more difficult than that 6f an 
electric elevator in a “skyscraper.” 
Once the heavy motors and machinery 
are got up the mountain sides and the 
three-quarter-inch steel cables strung 
across deep valleys and chasms and 
rivera, the mounting of the ear. upon 
the overhead cable and the attaching 
of the pulley cable are simple enough. 

We had been coming up all morning 
by burro from the valley, the Alpinist 
eolonel and I, riding along narrow 
roads built on the side cf a huge meun- 
tain. 

We came at last to a small shack 
that blocked the road. The colonel dis- 
mounted, greeted the officer in charge 
of the station, and let me take a look 
round. I saw a couple of heavy mo- 
tors with cables. My eye followed 
those cables, however, and they kept 
going across the valley and up the 
side of the opposite mountain until the 
eye, dazzled by the snow, could follow 
no longer. “Well,” remarked the col- 
onel, as he cheerily knocked the snow 
from his thick, hobnailed boots, “sup- 
pose we go up.” 

We climbed into the basket, four 
feet long by two wide, with side rails 
not more than six inches high. Wheels 
began to whir, and our ear ran smooth- 
ly out into space. . 

I held on for dear life to those low 
sides and fervently hoped the colonel 
would not rock the boat. “This thing 
wouldn’t pay in peace times,” I said. 

The car ran upgrade on a 30-degree 
Incline for a couple of minutes and 
stopped, for we had completed the first 
teleferica section of the three that 
would take us to our destination. In 
seven minutes we had traversed a dis- 
tance that on foot required an hour.
